yesterday, former Service Direc- 
tor Elmer Smith is scored for his 
alleged laxity in keeping records 
ol! the service department while- 
he was in office. Severe criticism 
of other departments is also con- 
tained in the repoit of the exam- 
iner who but recently completed 
bi, 
c; work. 
In connection with the condi- 


tion of records, the report says in 
part: 


"The director 1m failed to com- 


ply with the requirements of Sec- 
tion 4234 G. C., which 
provides 


that he shall keep a record of his 
proceedings &o that the same may 
be available for evidence in the 
courts when a necessity for evi- 
dence in regards to bis transac- 
tions arises." 


''In the report of the examina- 


tion of the period ending August 
24, 1S14, Mr. Wadelell called at- 
tention to the 
fact that 
Elmer 


Smith, who was then and sti'l is 
the director of service of the City 
of Cosbocton, was acting as Clerk 
of the Board oi! Control, and also 


of the department of Safety and 
and Service, and was receiving a 
salary as such cleik, of $25 per 
month. It wa'j held that the pay- 
ment of this salary was 
illegal, 


since the clerkship m any of these 
department1- is incompatible with 
the office of Director of Service." 


"Mr. Smith resigned the posi- 


Hon of clerk on October 21, nnd 
Johnson McDowell was elected, by 
the boa id as his successor. 
Mr. 


Smith, however, continued to do 
the woik, and the wan ant for the 
salary was drawn in -Mr McDow- 
ell's name, hut was indorsed by 
him over to Mi. Smith, who Ihus 
continued to act as clerk of the 
board of control, and to receive, 
in directly the salaiy pertaining 
fo the position. Your examiner

Tbeiu uic ii"t .1 few (laiin 
ants for this honor, nil or \ \ U i f h aiv (,-x 
ceedlngly iarc, stamps of \\hnh but a 
single copy is L-nown to exist, indeed 
there is cadence which leads us to be 
lieve that some sstnmps -ion' printed 
and used of which no copies at all un- 
known to be iu etisteiK'c. 


Of those stamps of which only one 


copy is known, the flrat is a post 
master's provisional issued nt l«os 
raw en. X II. Another is n stamp fioin 
ISritisn Guiana. Only one copy ot thK 
Is known and H In :i celebrated collec- 
tion in Paris, probably the largest, col 
lection in t he TI orld. 


In 1803 tho Niger Coast Piotectorale 


issued a sorlct, ol! sun lurseil stamps. 
Ill of whi. h aic si"ui-e, and some of 
them aic i.i the ranks of the woildV 
Dealest rintics. Tins tefcis especial 
ly to tbe twenty -shilling •> allies. 
Of 


the 20 shillings, surcharged in violet, 
only five copies wore ever ptinted, of 
the vermilion surcharge, only two 
copies, and of the black surcharge, only 
one copy. 


As there is and can be only one copy 


of this last stump, it U justly entitled 
to be considered the rarest of all 
stamps. It probably would not sell so 
high as the belter known and more 
popular "pobtofllcc" htamps of Mau- 
ritius. Yet of these there are known 
fourteen copies of the penny and twelve 
of the twopenny.—St Nicholas.
